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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 8 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Krause '808. 
Krause '808 teaches in column 1, lines 50-60 to column 2, line 1 contacting an electrically 
conductive metal such as stainless steel with halogenated organic compounds to destroy the 
same. The examples teach passing the halogenated organic compounds through an inductively 
heated stainless steel mesh for their decomposition. Krause '808 also teaches temperatures in the 
range of 200 to 800 C in column 2, line 6. The subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
selected the overlapping portion of the range disclosed by the reference because overlapping 
ranges have been held to be a prima facie case of obviousness, in re Malagari, 182 USPQ 549. 



Applicant's arguments filed 12/17/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Claim 8 does not require a catalyst. Both Krause '808 and the instant claims only 
require passing a halogenated hydrocarbon gas through inductively heated stainless steel or 
silicon carbide. Krause '808 meets these claim limitations. 



Response to Arguments 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 and 12-18 are allowed. The prior art Krause '808, Kanno '504, and Tajima 
'656 does not teach or suggest in alone, or in combination, decomposing halogenated 
hydrocarbons with a catalyst supported by an electrically conductive carrier which is inductively 
heated. 

Claims 19 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.

This application contains claims 10 and 1 1 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in Paper No. 8. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancelation of 
nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01.
